Jury finds Schaefer guilty of sodomy and sexual abuse

A Coffee County man was found 
guilty of first-degree sexual abuse 
and first-degree sodomy charges last 
Thursday by a six-woman and six- 
man jury, The verdict came after 2- 
1/2 hours of deliberation, 


Raymond Lewis Schaefer, age 45 
of Route 3, Elba, Alabama was ar- 
rested on December 4, 1991 by Col- 
fee County Sheriff"s deputics, 

Schacfer's arrest came alter a 
complaint was lodged by the vic- 
tim’s mother. The victim was a mi- 
nor, a young boy, under the age of 
12 years old. 


The complaint was filed after the 
boy’s mother was told by a neighbor 
that her son had performed oral sex 
on the neighbor's son while visiting 
in their home, 

When the young boy was ques- 
tioned concerning his actions, he 
told his mother that Schaefer had 
done the same thing to him. He also 


New Brockton High School experiences problems

Rumors have been flying hot and 
heavy about one of Coffee County's 
three high schools located in New 
Brockton, 

On Friday of last week, less than 
half of the students enrolled in the 
school showed up for classes. 

The reason for Friday’s low atten- 
dance was attributed to students be- 
ing unsettled after a fight crupted on 
the school’s campus on Thursday. 

Also there was concern on the

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part of many of the parents after sev- 
eral unsubstantiated rumors began 
circulating following the fight. 

In an attempt to separate fact 
from fiction, this reporter contacted 
the school’s principal, Stanley Walk- 
er, late Tuesday afternoon. 

According to Walker, there was a 
fight on campus last Thursday (Jan. 
21) involving four white male stu- 
dents and three black male students, 
Rumors were that the fight stemmed 
from racial tensions and unrest 
among the students but this can nei- 
ther be substantiated or dispelled.

Elba City BOE holds special 
session to hire English teacher

The Elba City School Board met 
in special session Tuesday night and 
hired a new high school English 
teacher. 

They also approved entering into 
a contract with Mighty Clean, of 
Brantley, for janitorial services in 
the high school. Three firms bid on 
the contract. The low bidder gave 
three references and Pearce ex- 
plained all three gave a negative re- 
port on the firms performance. 

The annual cost for this contract 
is $52,250. Superintendent Charles 
Pearce gave board members infor- 
mation that this is about the same as 
the present cost with in-house staff 
doing the work, 

He explained that this will relieve 
the administration of the job of su- 
pervising the work, as the contract 
call for the contractor to furnish the 
management.

One rumor was that a student had 
a gun on campus, Walker stated that 
a follow-up investigation into this 
maticr on Saturday did produce a 
pistol - a small toy pistol found at 
the home of a student.

Coffee County Sheriff's deputies 
were present at the school on Friday 
and were also present on Tuesday. 
This was done at the request of 
school officials strictly as a precau- 
tionary measure to ensure the safety 
of ALL students. 

Walker had the highest praise for 
New Brockton’s Police Department 
and the Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment. 

“Both of the law enforcement 
agencics have cooperated with 
school olficials in every aspect dur- 
ing this incident,” said Walker. 

He added that both of the above 
agencies have always cooperated in 
providing security for all school 
functions. 

This dispels the report that only 
the county’s sheriff department has 
jurisdiction on the county school 
campus. 

On Monday and Tuesday, school 
attendance was running between 
94% and 96% which, according to 
Walker, is about normal for this time 
of the year. Sickness accounts for 
most of the absenteeism. 

Principal Walker stated that he 
understands the concerns of both the 
students and the parents about their 
safety and respects their feeling. 

The school administration has 
been communicating with the stu- 
dents - and parents - this weck in an 
attempt to assure them that every- 
thing possible is being done to en- 
sure their safety. 

“Everyone, students and faculty 
alike, just want to get back to the 
business at hand - getting an cduca- 
tion,” said Walker. 

The seven young men involved in 
the fight last Thursday have been 
“disciplined in accordance with 
school policy.”

Defense attorneys, Dan Turber- 
ville of Birmingham, AL and Rodger 
Brannum of Enterprise, AL, put 
Shaefer on the stand and also called 
numerous character witnesses to tes- 
tify on his (Shaefer’s) behalf, 

The case was heard by Circuit 
Judge Gary L. McAliley and Assist- 
ant District Attorney Al Smith prose- 
cuted the case for the state. 

Judge McAliley has set Wednes- 
day, February 10, as the date for sen- 
tencing Schaefer, The sentencing 
hearing will be held in the court- 
house in Elba at 9:00 a.m, A pre- 
sentencing investigation by the 
state’s pardon and parole officer was 
ordered by the judge. 

The crime of first-degree sexual 
abuse is a class C felony and is pun- 
ishable by a possible 1 to 10 years in 
prison. Sodomy in the first degree is 
a class A felony and punishment 
could be a sentence of 10 years to 
life in the state penitentiary.

Commission has lengthy planning session

According to Commission Chair- 
man Robert Stephens, the Coffee 
County Commission's planning ses- 
sion lasted about five hours last 
Thursday. All commissioners except 
Commissioner Wendell Black were 
present for the planning session, 

The commissioners discussed the 
question of a new courthouse for the 
Enterprise Division, county employ- 
ees’ leave time, the landfill, garbage 
disposal, and the budget. 

Conceming the courthouse, the 
commissioners unanimously decided 
to ask Architect Bill Wallace to meet 
with the commission and court offi- 
cials to discuss what would be need- 
ed in a new courthouse. The service 
being offered by the Wallace is at no 
charge to the county. 

The Commissioners agreed that 
further talk of a new courthouse 


would be feudal without first deter- 
mining the requirements that need to 
be met in a new facility and the its 
cost. 

Turning to the landfill and dispo- 
sal of the county’s solid waste, the 
commission agreed to look into the 
cost of having it hauled away. 

County Engineer Mark Pool was 
instructed to draw up a proposal on 
contracting county-wide garbage 
pick-up to be presented at the com- 
mission’s first meeting in March. 
Based on the proposal, bid requests 
for the picking up and disposing of 
county garbage somewhere other 
than in Coffee County will be sent 
out by the commission. 

It is still not known as to whether 
or not Coffee County will have a 
one-county landfill, a regional land- 
fill, or any kind of landfill at all. As 
Engineer Mark Pool put it, “The 
clock just keeps on ticking.”

In the 70's the Azalea Garden 
Club planted all of the crabapple and 
dogwood trees, They provide a beau- 
tiful change of color from spring to 
fall, It is our understanding that you 
wish to replace these wees with 
crepe myrtle to further unify with 
those placed on the side walk, The 
reason we object to this is that it will 
be limiting the show of color to only 
one time of the year--July and Au- 
gust when crepe myrtle bloom, By 
keeping the dogwood that bloom in 
April and have beautiful leaves and 
berries in the fall, we will have a 
longer span of color and beauty, The 
flowering crabapple also bloom in 
the spring. 

e do agree that work needs to 
be done on the existing plants, Selec- 
tive pruning, to shape and take out 
dead branches by someone who 
knows how and when to prune, Too 
many plants are pruned into small 
balls when the natural shape is much 
more pleasing to the eye, The pur- 
pose of pruning is to improve the 
shape, remove dead wood and pro- 
mote growth, The grass underlying 


ihe trees could be removed to keep 
the lawnmower from damaging the 
bases of the trees. Ground cover or 
pine straw would improve the ap- 
pearance greatly.

read. I'd give almost anything if | 
could get my message across to 9th 
graders everywhere." 

Thanks to a cooperative program 
between the Elba City School Sys- 
tem and Enterprise State Junior Col- 
lege, Waldon and others in the Elba 
area are discovering the rewards of 
learning to read, Free Adult Basic 
Education classes and a tutoring pro- 
gram has been provided by ESJC 
through the Elba schools for several 
years and beginning this January a 
new Touch Reading program will be 
available to persons who want to 
learn to read, 

Superintendent of Elba Schools, 
Charles Pearce, explains, "My rela- 
tionship with Bill (Waldon) is what 
prompted my attention to adult edu- 
cation and I began looking for ways 
public schools could participate in 
the program. As we furnished the 
new school following the flood, 
members of our staff visited six or 
so businesses to obtain information 
that would help us in selecting a new 
computer system for our school. 

"On one of these visits I saw the 
Touch Reading program in operation 
and was impressed with its potential. 
Through a loan from the company a 
system was placed in my home for 
trial and Bill had the opportunity to 
use the computer program. I was 
greatly encouraged by the successes 
Bill experienced while using this 
program.” 
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Waldon interjects, "A couple of 
years ago I made the decision to 
learn to read and began work with a 
tutor provided through Enterprise 
State. I got a good start with the pro- 
gram and it certainly has its place in 
adult literacy, especially for those 
persons who like to work with some- 
one else, Others who prefer to work 
alone can benefit from the adult- 
oriented Touch Reading system, It's 
one of the greatest things technology 
has done and together with the tutor- 
ing program provides all anyone 
could ask for when beginning to 
Icarn to read." 

Pearce continues, "With our new 
awareness of the needs in our area 
and what can be done to meet these 
needs the school board has commit- 
ted to the effort of adult literacy. Af- 
ter talking with staff at Enterprise 
State and learning that they were 
also experiencing successes with the 
Touch Reading system in their adult 
education program we determined to 
make this opportunity available in 
Elba. 

"We have provided the hardware 
(computer terminal) and ESJC has 
provided the software (Touch Read- 
ing Program) and these are now 
available at the Elba school." Per- 
sons interested in learning how to 
read can use the Touch Reading pro- 
gram from 6-9 p.m. on Monday and 
Wednesday evenings at the Elba 
school. According to Pearce, these 
hours may be expanded as the need 
arises.

Robert Bullard 


UC Professor Robert 
Bullard is Named to Clinton 


Transition Team 

Concerns about environmental ra- 
cism have a local voice on President- 
elect Clinton's transition team. 

Robert Bullard of Riverside Cali- 
fornia (formerly of Elba) and a soci- 
ology professor at the University of 
California, Riverside, was appointed 
to the team to study possible regula- 
tory improvements in the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, particu- 
larly as they relate to poor and ethnic 
communities, 

Bullard wrote the book — that 
helped focus attention on environ- 
mental racism, and just helped write 
the briefing for the next Environ- 
mental Protection Agency chief. 

The briefing book identifies pend- 
ing litigation, hot issues and long- 
term strategy for the EPA. 

Bullard’s 1990 book "Dumping in 
Dixie: Race, Class, and Environmen- 
tal Quality,” was the first to docu- 
ment environmental racism in sever- 
al Southem communities. 


Some good first steps have been 
made, according to Bullard. Howev- 
er, communities are still being poi- 
soned, children are still suffering 
from lead contamination, lead poi- 
soning, after all studies are in. 

Bullard has continued his re- 
search and will publish a second 
book, "Confronting Environmental 
Racism: Voices from the Grass- 
roots.” 

He has become an advisor for 
many of those grassroots and minori- 
ty organizations and was part of a 
delegation that attended the Earth 
Summit in Brazil. The work was ex- 
hausting, but exciting and Bullard 
believes there will be a significant 
change al the EPA.

Tips On Selling Purebred Cattle Off The Farm anusiatusnos-couns sven 


Coffee County ranks tenth in the 
state in total numbers of beef cattle, 
A significant portion of this number 
is purebred producers. In fact, we 
have producers representing — the 
Limousin, Charolais, Brangus, Santa 
Gertrudis, Simmental, and Angus 
breeds just here in Coffee County, 
One critical area for these producers 
is marketing their product. There are 
some definite guidelines to use when 
potential customers visit your farm 
to buy bulls or heifers, In the follow- 
ing paragraphs are some guidelines 
that will help increase your chances 
of selling a potential client your 
product. 

First of all, make the potential 
customer feel comfortable right 
away. Many commercial producers 
are intimidated by purebred produc- 
ers, This is particularly true if they 
are fairly new to the cattle business. 
He or she may be up to date on the 
latest data such as EPD's, EBV's, etc. 
In so, you can move fast and get 
right down to business with them, If 
not, take time to explain and help the 
customer make the selection and un- 
derstand the data, 

It has been my experience that 
you will greatly enhance your chanc- 
es of selling a bull or heifer if you 
personally show the animal to the 
client. Try to avoid just sending the 
client down the road with just an ear 
tag number to look for in a pasture. 

Have the cattle where the client 
can see them. If they are hard to 
evaluate visually, the county agent 
can help them or anyone else, There- 
fore, they become unsure of what to 
do, The customer needs to be able to 
visually evaluate muscle soundness 
and condition 

Have your cattle in the best prac- 
tical condition, We have proven 
many times over at various sales that 
well conditioned cattle sell better. 
No matter how good the data is, if 
they are not in good shape, it can be

hard to get top dollar, 

Before the customer leaves the 
farm, make sure you show him the 
data on the bulls or breeding fe- 
males, Draw emphasis to the ones 
they are interested in. Explain the 
records and make sure they undee 
stand the pluses and minuses. BCIA 
and breed association records are 
very good for this purpose. It will 
greatly help to have these records or- 
ganized where you can readily find 
what you need, Most potential bull 
and heifer buyers are very interested 
in birth weight and weaning weight 
for sure. 

Finally, when possible guarantee 
a bull or breeding female sold. Many 
times this will cost you in the short 
term, However, most of the time it 
will pay in the long haul throughout 
the years, Use good judgement be-

cause many times clients will misuse 
your good nature. Try your best to 
give your clients the benefit of the 
doubt. Also, along these same lines, 
be careful who you sell to, Make 
sure their credit is good, and they 
will use your animal to the best of its 
potential, 

Marketing purebred cattle, partic- 
ularly off the farm, can be very prof- 
itable. Personally, | think a combina- 
tion of purebred sales, specialty 
sales, bull testing through the BCIA 
program, and selling off the farm 
reaps you the best profit. The off the 
farm market can be one of the most 
rewarding if you make it work for 
you.

Elba City Council hires police chief & hears hunting complaint

Elba native Jack Parker was 
named Chief of Police in a split vote 
by the Elba City Monday evening. 

The majority of the council ac- 
cepted the recommendation of May- 
or Ricky Haywood and appointed 
the retired deputy U. S$. Marshall to 
head the department where he start- 
ed his law enforcement career. 

Parker, the son of the late Elba 
law enforcement officer Doc Parker, 
retumns to the position with a wealth 
‘of experience and knowledge of law 
enforcement. 

The vote was 4-1-1 with Council 
member Ronnie Jinright voting no 
and Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton abstaining. Mayor Haywood, 
council members Bill Brunson, Earl 
McCollough and John W. Sharpless 
voted in favor of the action. 

However Brunson successfully 
asked that the motion to hire Parker 
include the statement that the coun- 
cil , “in voting to appoint Mr. Park- 
er we are not sustaining the termina- 
tion of Freddie — Hanchey's 
employment and have made no find- 
ing there was any good cause to ter- 
minate his employment.” 

Jinright said he had no opposition 
to Parker, but was opposed to the 
way it all was done. 

Jinright was upset when Hay- 
wood announced that “our former 
police chief (Freddie Hanchey) had 
been placed on temporary status for 
4 days and that status has been ful- 

i e ” 

Jinright questioned the tempo- 
rary, saying he understood Hanchey, 
who was chief for four years, contin- 
ued in that position and was to be 
evaluated for 90 days. The evalua- 
tion was to see if the new adminis- 
tration felt he could conduct the du- 
ties in the manner desired. 


“Excuse me, you are 
not going to send me to 
my room, you are not my 
mother or my father.” 
Jared said. 


Haywood said the minutes of the 
October Sth meeting clearly stated 
he was hired temporally, 

The following is an exact excerpt 
from the minutes: 

“Mayor Haywood asked the 
Council to appoint Freddy Hanchey 
temporary Police Chief until further 
evaluation can be made of the de- 
partment, Mr, Jinright asked the 
Mayor how much time he was talk- 
ing about in evaluating the Chief and 
Mayor Haywood responded, thirty 
days. Mr, McCollough then made a 
motion that Chief Hanchey be put on 
a ni ay evalls eer 


aninety day evaluation period start- 
ing from October 5, 1992 forward 
and not on what he did under the 
past administration, (underline by 
newspaper for emphases only) 

Jinright contended the mayor 
along cannot fire a police chief, that 
it takes council action to fire the 
chief, Haywood again contended he 
was a temporary employee and his 
term of employment was over, 


Attorney Mike Jared was recog- 
nized by the Mayor and questioned 
the placing Hanchey on temporary 
status. He then asked Haywood 
about a letter written to Hanchey on 
January 11. 

Haywood refused to give a direct 
response. He did however say that 
matter had been settled, Jared contin- 
ued to asked about the January 11th 
letter and then produced a paper and 
asked if that was Haywood’s signa- 
ture. 

The mayor studied the letter and 
responded that it was indeed his sig- 
nature, 

Haywood then told Jared to “take 
the letter and go back there to your 
position.” 

Attorney Jared refused, saying, 
“Excuse me, you are not going to 
send me to my room, you are not my 
mother or my father.” 

Haywood then said, “We are not 
having trial here either.” He added, 
“If you want to have a wial, you 
know the procedure.” 

Jared said, “I just want to under- 
stand where we are.” 

Haywood told Jared he was out of 
order and told police officer Randy 
White to come forward and “put this 
gentleman outside,” 

Jared asked if they were placing 
him under arrest and if they were 
not, they were not going to put him 
out of the building. 

Haywood continued to pound his 
gavel and tell Jared he was no longer 
recognized to speak and was out of 
order, 

Jared asked Haywood several 
times if he (the mayor) had told the 
League of Municipalities legal advis- 
or the same thing he told Hanchey in 
the January 11 letter. Jared also told 
the police officer to put him under 
arrest or leave him alone, 

Council member Bill Brunson 
then moved for a 10 minute recess. 

The mayor and officer White 
went into a back room and closed 
the door. 

The council reconvened with 
council member Sharpless saying, 
“Mayor, on the basics of the needs 
that I feel and see and what has been 
reported to us this evening, this posi- 
tion needs to be filled and we need 
to move forward and all get together 
and try to give our citizens the type 
of government I think they thought 
they would have and I hope this will 
move us forward and I move we ac- 
cept your recommendations and I as- 
sume this is at the same price as the 
other chief had, the same salary.” 
Haywood said it was the same sala- 
ry. 
Brunson added asked the motion 
to include his comments about Han- 
chey. 


A roll call vote was taken and the 
debate was over. 

In other action the council heard 
from Police Officer Randy White 
that the police department had re- 
ceived only 76 incident offense re- 
ports during the past month, They 
had issued 28 citations, including 
five for DUI, There were 16 criminal 
arrest. 

The animal control officer had 
picked up 57 dogs and one rabid ra- 
coon, 

White also told the council of re- 
ceiving a report of UFO's, He stated 
that he had been told the police took

Commission made aware of record storage problems

The Coffee County Commission 
held a rather lengthy session, almost 
3 hours long, Monday but not a very 
productive one, There was a lot of 
discussion followed by little action, 

Commissioner Bill Faulk moder- 
ated the meeting in the absence of 
Commission Chairman Robert Ste- 
phens. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns came before the commission 
with a request for assistance in ob- 
taining funding to reserve county as- 
sessment records. 

Burns reminded the commission- 
ers about how the records in the Elba 
Courthouse were badly damaged by 
the March ‘90 flood. He briefed 
commissioners on how the records 
were restored after the flood but not-

The commission was told by 
Burns that several of the record 
books were presently being stored 
under the bleachers in the Farm Cen- 
ter, He ask for and got the commis- 
sioners’ approval to move theses val- 
uable records into a room in the 
Farm Center presently being used to 
house some type of old dental equip- 
ment, 

In closing, Burns asked that his 
request for funding to be used in the 
microfilming of county records be 
made part of the official minutes of 
the commission meeting. He also re- 
quested that a suitable and perma- 
nent facility be provided in which to 
store these valuable records. 

Burns told commissioners that he 
understood that the preservation of 
the records would be a costly under- 
taking but that he felt it was impor- 
tant at it be done as soon as possi- 

e. 

Royce Herrington, who is in the 
business of garbage collection, 
spoke to the commission and voiced 
his concern about the possibility that 
the county would not have a landfill, 

He stated that if the county chose 
not to operate a landfill and have the 
county's solid waste picked up and 
carried out of the county, he would 
be forced to go out of business. 

Herrington told commissioners, 
“If we don't have a landfill, we'll 
have expensive garbage, I'm not for 
or against a landfill, it’s just a fact!” 

Ommissioners told Herrington 
that the preparations of specifica: 
tions for mandatory collection and 
disposal of the county's solid waste 
outside Coffee County was, at this 
time, only a proposal and nota fact, 

Herrington was told by commis- 
sioners that the action was just an- 
other step toward looking at all their 
options, 

Once again, County Engineer 


Mark Pool reminded the commission 
members of the approaching dead- 


line for the mandatory disposition of 


solid waste in a sub-title D landfill. 

“This is a federal mandate and 
not under the control of ADEM (AI- 
abama Department of Environmental 
Management),” said Pool. 

Pool again recommended the for- 
mation of a landfill authority but the 
commission fell to act, as they have 
in the past, on his recommendation. 

Commissioner Averett’s position 
is, “We don’t know where we stand, 
We don’teven have a permit yet.” 

Pool stated that he felt that a per- 
mit would be issued in the very near 

future, 

Turning to another issue facing 
the commission, a new courthouse 
for the Enterprise Division of Coffee 
County Commissioner — Bernest 
Brooks made a motion that a 3-man 
committee be appointed to study this 
issue, 

The new courthouse question 
came about as a result of a grand 
jury’s recommendation that a new 
facility be constructed in Enterprise. 

Commissioner Brook's motion 
was seconded by Averett and during 
the discussion period , Brooks, Ave- 
rett and Commissioner Jack Hanson 
volunteered to serve on the commit- 
tec, 

Commissioner Lawrence Creel 
questioned the formation of the com- 
mittee noting that an attempt by 
Commission Chairman Robert Ste-
